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CANNED SALMON CODE APPROVED 
Approval of the code for the canned salmon industry was 
announced on May 16 by National Recovery Administrator Hugh 
S. Johnson. It becomes effective May 28. 


CHERRIES REPORTED DAMAGED BY FREEZE 

Freezing temperatures occurred generally over southern 
Michigan on the morning of May 12. Unofficial reports indicate 
that little or no injury resulted in southwestern Michigan and 
good pollination of the blossoms is indicated. In the Oceana 
area the injury is reported as slight. In the Grand Traverse 
region 15 to 20 per cent frost injury is reported, in addition to 
which weather has been unfavorable for pollination and trees 
are not heavily budded from Oceana north. A report from one 
well-informed source suggests a crop prospect of about 70 per 
cent on the basis of May 17 conditions. 


NEW CLING PEACH AGREEMENT HEARING SET FOR MAY 25 

A proposed marketing agreement for the purpose of con- 
tinuing control of the pack of canned cling peaches in Califor- 
nia, and to maintain increased returns to growers, will be con- 
sidered at a public hearing to be held at the University of 
California, Berkeley, Calif., on May 25, according to a notice 
of hearing signed May 14 by Secretary of Agriculture Henry 
A. Wallace. 


The cling peach industry of California operated under a 
marketing agreement during the 1933 season, through which 
growers received approximately $2,750,000 in increased returns 
for their crop. As that agreement was drawn only for the 1933 
season, it will be necessary to complete the new agreement if 
control of the pack is to be continued this season. 

The agreement proposed would initiate a new and much 
simpler method of control, according to its sponsors. Before 
the harvest of the peach crop, the control committee in charge 
of the agreement would make a survey of all orchards to arrive 
at the probable total production. The committee would also 
determine, with a view to obtaining reasonable prices for grow- 
ers without unduly increasing the cost to consumers, the advis- 
able size of the total pack. 
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If the survey of probable production indicated that it would 
exceed the advisable pack, and some restriction would be neces- 
sary, certificates for the amount of the advisable pack would be 
issued, to be distributed to growers on a basis of the amount 
they have available for packing. Under the agreement, can- 
ners could buy only peaches for which certificates were issued, 
thus holding the total pack to the advisable amount. 

This method would control the surplus at its point of 
origin, and would, in the opinion of proponents of the agree- 
ment, render unnecessary the complications of allocation of pack 
to canners, minimum price schedules, resale price schedules, and 
price increase funds, which were used under the previous 
agreement. 

It is planned by the industry and the Adjustment Admin- 
istration to act as quickly as possible on the agreement so that 
it may be in operation in time to bring about orderly marketing 
of the present crop. 


COMPLAINT ISSUED AGAINST CAN OPENER MANUFACTURER 

Formal complaint was entered by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission on May 3 against Scientific Products, Inc., manufac- 
turers of a can opener under the trade designation “Nu-Way 
Magnetic Can Opener.” The hearing on the charges set forth 
in the complaint will be held at the office of the Commission in 
Washington on June 8. 

The complaint recites statements used in the advertising 
matter that this company has placed in periodicals regarding 
the alleged danger that may result from the use of can openers 
other than those known as the “Nu-Way Magnetic Can Openers.” 
With reference to these, the complaint states that the dangers 
are exaggerated, that the Nu-Way Magnetic Can Opener does 
not prevent the falling of pieces of metal particles, chips or 
slivers, if any there be, into the food contents of cans opened 
with this device, and that, in truth and fact, there are other 
can openers manufactured and sold by competitors which deposit 
less amounts of metal particles in the can than does the use of 
the Nu-Way Magnetic Can Opener. 

The statements and representations in the advertising are 
held to be exaggerated and have the tendency to mislead and 
deceive the purchasing public, to the prejudice of both the 
public and the competitors of the manufacturing company. 


FROZEN AND PRESERVED FRUITS IN COLD STORAGE

CHINCH BUG DAMAGE THREATENING 

Entomologists in the Middle Western states are calling 
attention to the serious damage in prospect due to the extraor- 
dinary large over-wintering population of the chinch bug. Num- 
bers of this pest have been increasing rapidly during the past 
two or three years. The bugs feed on spring grains after which 
they migrate to corn fields. Protection of corn fields by barriers 
of creosote, coal tar or similar chemicals are recommended. The 
damage likely to ensue to the corn crop will depend on weather 
conditions for the next few weeks. Continued dry weather is 
likely to result in extensive injury, although occurrence of heavy 
rains in June might so reduce the numbers of the bugs that 
little commercial damage would result. 

The following named bulletins which have been published 
this season describe the chinch bug situation in the Middle West 
and present detailed methods for combatting the insect. Can- 
ners of sweet corn will be especially interested in obtaining one 
or more of these publications which are available on application 
to the agricultural experiment stations publishing them.

FRUIT AND VEGETABLE MARKET COMPETITION 


The light movement of truck vegetables from the Carolinas 
is the result of a smaller crop and of poor condition. The Wash- 
ington and Oregon green pea crop is reported to be badly dam- 
aged by aphis, which may materially reduce the June and July 
supply of market peas. 

There was a material decline in cabbage shipments during 
the week ending May 12th, which is largely seasonal. June, July 
and August are usually months of light shipments. Shipments 
promise to be relatively light during June this year. The states 
which usually supply the bulk of the June marketings have re- 
ported heavy damage from freezes. 
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The movement of carrots usually declines rapidly after 
May, and the decline for this year has apparently started. 

The movement of raw vegetables competing directly with 
the canned products was smaller during the week ended May 12 
than during the previous week, except snap and lima beans. 
Asparagus shipments declined materially during the week as is 
usual at this season of the year. The bulk of the snap bean ship- 
ments continues to come from Florida, but most of the increase 
over last week was from the Louisiana, Georgia and South Caro- 
lina crops, which are just beginning to move in volume. There 
is a material increase in snap bean acreage in these states and 
the condition of the crop is reported to be well above average. 
Consequently, canners may expect more competition from fresh 
snap beans during the remainder of May and during June and 
July than for the corresponding period last year. The heavy 
falling off in shipments of green peas during the week is partly 
seasonal in that California has about completed its harvest.

STATISTICAL SERVICE PLANNED FOR PEAS 


The Division of Statistics is writing all pea canners out- 
lining the proposed statistical service covering canned peas and 
announcing an early request for report of stocks on hand June 
1. The statement mailed May 18th also calls for an expression 
of preference as to the periods for compilation of reports. The 
details of the service will be planned on the basis of replies re- 
ceived from pea canners. 
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CANNERS’ AID SOUGHT IN PLANNING STATISTICAL SERVICE 


The program of statistical service of the Association is now 
being developed. The Division of Statistics on May 18th sent a 
letter and brief questionnaire to all canners describing the ob- 
jectives of the Division and asking for expressions of prefer- 
ence from all canners as to the information which it is desired 
that the Division compile. 


ADOPTS RESOLUTION ON FOOD AND DRUG LAW REVISION 


The U. S. Chamber of Commerce at its recent annual 
meeting approved a report of the Distribution Committee on 
proposals to amend the Food and Drugs Act and adopted the 
recommendations of the committee in the form of the following 
resolution : 

“There was before this meeting a report of a committee 
of the Chamber respecting changes which have been proposed 
in the federal Food and Drugs Act. In the recommendations 
contained in this report we concur. We believe there should 
be legislation requiring the same truthfulness in advertising, 
with respect to foods, drugs, and cosmetics, as in the labeling 
of articles to which federal labeling laws apply. At the same 
time, the value of proper advertising as an economical and effi- 
cient means of distribution should be maintained as in the 
public interest, and all attempts, legislative or administrative, 
to restrict it as a means for reaching and developing markets 
should be opposed. Any attempt by government authority to 
impose a censorship in any form upon advertising would be an 
inexcusable intrusion into private business affairs. 

“Discretionary powers to impose conditions upon manufac- 
ture and distribution of articles coming within the scope of 
these laws should be granted to administrative authorities only 
to the extent clearly necessary for the effective enforcement of 
the laws. The provisions of such laws, as well as penalties for 
their violation, should bear a definite relationship to the pro- 
tection needed in the public interest. Industry itself should be 
allowed to continue its progress in arriving at standards of 
quality for all articles, whether within or outside these laws, 
to which such standards can properly be applied.” 


ERROR IN MAY 12 REPORT ON CORN STOCKS 


Your attention is called to an error in the corn stocks report 
of May 12. The “average shipments May-July” for Bantam and 
Yellow should read for “Standard,” 17,522 cases, for “Extra 
Standard,” 61,050, and for “Fancy,” 579,464 cases. Please make 
these corrections on your copy of the report. This error resulted 
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from the transposition of figures in a report from which these 
averages were calculated. Consequently it did not affect the total 
average shipments, which were correct as reported. 


AMENDMENT OF ALASKA FISHERIES ACT 


Under the provisions of an Act to amend the Alaska Fish- 
eries Act, approved on April 16 by President Roosevelt, com- 
mercial fishing for King salmon in the Yukon and Kuskokwim 
Rivers by native Indians and by bona fide permanent white in- 
habitants will be permitted under such restrictions as may be 
specified by the Secretary of Commerce. Heretofore all com- 
mercial fishing has been prohibited in the Yukon and Kuskokwim 
Rivers and within 500 yards of their mouth. 

It is planned that the Department will issue regulations 
soon in regard to commercial fishing for King salmon in Yukon 
and Kuskokwim waters under authority of this modification of 
law. 


CORN PLANTED LATE ESCAPES BORER 
Sweet corn growers who have suffered losses from the 
European corn borer may gain a large measure of relief from 
the pest by delaying planting until after the first of June, accord- 


ing to the New York State Agricultural Experiment Station at 
Geneva, which has made a wide study of corn borer control 
measures. In several tests at various points in western New 
York during the past several years, sweet corn planted in June 
displayed much less corn borer injury than corn from earlier 
plantings. 

Late planting as a means of combating corn borer is not 
practical with varieties that require a long time to mature, nor 
in areas where the growing season is short. A complete report 
on the experiments is given in Bulletin No. 603, a copy of which 
may be had free of charge upon request to the station. 


PRELIMINARY FIGURES ON APRIL GROCERY STORE SALES 


Preliminary estimates of grocery sales through a selected 
sample of chain units show a decline in dollar volume from 
March to April of 3 per cent, according to a report of the Bu- 
reau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce, which has set up the 
index to aid in tracing the movement of goods into consumers’ 
hands. This compares with a slight increase between these two 
months each of the four previous years. 

Although this report indicates that the value of grocery 
sales during April was higher than that of April, 1933, it should 
be noted that the increase in prices of foods was greater than 
the increase in value of sales. Consequently the volume of sales 
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during April this year was probably lower than for the corre- 
sponding month last year. 


HEARINGS ON DIVISIONAL FISHERIES CODES 

A hearing on the divisional code for fish preparing and 
wholesaling in the Gulf South area, originally set for May 23, 
will be held on May 25 at New Orleans, with Deputy Admin- 
istrator Fiedler in charge. The code to be considered has been 
proposed by the Louisiana and Mississippi Fisheries Association. 

On May 28 the Florida fishing code, proposed by the Florida 
Fish Producers Association, will be the subject of a hearing at 
Jacksonville, with Deputy Administrator Fiedler in charge. 


COPELAND BILL DISCUSSED IN SENATE 

The Copeland food and drugs bill (S. 2800) was considered 
in the Senate on May 16, being brought up for discussion on 
motion of Senator Copeland. 

Senator Copeland expressed his purpose to press for action 
on the measure, and following a statement regarding the pro- 
posed legislation and the revisions it had undergone since the 
introduction of the so-called Tugwell bill, was granted permis- 
sion to have the bill (S. 2800) reprinted in the Record with such 


further amendments as had been suggested to and approved 
by the committee. In this way, Senator Copeland stated, the 
members of the Senate could become familiar with the entire 
measure, and be enabled to take speedier action upon the bill 
when it was next brought before the Senate for further con- 
sideration. 


No companion bill embodying the same provisions as the 
amended Copeland bill has yet been introduced in the House. 


NAME AND ADDRESS OF MANUFACTURER ON LABEL 

The correspondence of the Association indicates that some 
canners and distributors are not fully conversant with the 
requirements of the Food and Drug Administration on this 
subject. These requirements are stated in Regulation 16 (a) 
and (d), which reads as follows: 

“(a) The name of the manufacturer or producer need not 
be given upon the label, but if given it must be the true name. 
The words ‘Packed for .”’ ‘Distributed by ’ or some 
equivalent phrase, shall be added to the label in case the name 
which appears upon the label is not that of the actual manu- 
facturer or producer. 

“(d) When a person, firm, or corporation actually manu- 
factures or produces a food or a drug in two or more places, 
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the actual place of manufacture or production of each particular 
package need not be stated on the label except when the men- 
tion of any place, to the exclusion of the others, deceives or 
misleads.” 

With regard to the first paragraph mentioned above, it will 
be noted that the name of any individual or firm given on the 
label is held to be represented as the manufacturer of the prod- 
uct even though the words “Packed by” or their equivalent are 
not given on the label unless the name of the individual or firm 
are qualified by the words “Packed for ,” “Distributed 
by ” or some equivalent expression. 

With respect to the second paragraph quoted above, the 
following announcement of the Food and Drug Administration 
illustrated its position on the matter: 

“Investigations made in Florida during the present tomato 
canning season have shown a number of packers using labels 
prepared originally for use on tomatoes packed in other states, 
such as Maryland and Delaware. Labels have been noted in 
use on Florida-packed products which, because of brand name 
or address of packer or distributor, or because of label design 
and general make-up, definitely create the impression that the 
product has been packed in some other state than Florida. 

“Such labels give a misleading impression as to the state 
and place of origin of the product, and when this occurs, viola- 
tion of the Federal Food and Drugs Act results, if the products 
so labeled are shipped in interstate commerce. 

“Packers are warned to give careful consideration to this 
matter so as to avoid violation of the law in this particular.” 
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
